The  newsletter  is  transmitted  overseas  monthly  to  our  Agricultural  Officers  where 
they  distribute  it  to  agricultural  importers.   In  addition,  the  newsletter  is 
translated  into  Japanese,  Spanish,  French,  Italian,  and  Greek.   If  you  would  like  to

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Department  of  Agriculture,  or  call  (202)  447-7103  for  further  information  on  how  to 
participate  in  the  CONTACTS  program.   While  preference  for  participation  in  this 
program  is  given  to  new-to-market  products  and  new-to-export  firms,  all  firms  are 
invited  to  participate.
